MAY CUT PRODUCTION 


Meeting of Colton Factory Rep- 
resentatives To Be Held in 
Charlotte,

MILLS IN THE SOUTH 
SHORT OF RAW MATERIAL 


Alleged That Factories in This Sec- 
tion Have Less Cotton Than 
Those Elsewhere — North- 
ern Mill Men Invited 
to the Conference, 


Charlotte, N. C., December 5.—The indi- 
cations are that Tuesday’s meeting of 
éotton men to consider the advisability of 
curtailing production will be largely at- 
tended, the. rise in the price of cotton 
during the past few days probably caus- 
ing the attendance to be larger than it 
would have been otherwise. In ‘addition 
to mill men from all over the south, it 
is expected that manufacturers and 
commission men from the north and east 
will be present. The movement looking 
to a curtailing of the production of the 
southern mills is being watched with a 
great deal of interest by New England 
manufacturers, and !t is expected that 
any agreement for curtailing that may be 
entered into at the meéting here next 
Tuesday will include quite -& number 
of northern manufacturers. 

It is expected that the cloth. mills 
wil] be more largely represented than. the 
yarn mills, since the latter, aS a rule, 
it is said, are In better condition than the 
former. 

It is estimated that about 20 per cent 
of the southern mills have a. sufficient 
amount of cotten bought to run them un- 
til next summer, and it is not expect- 
ed that any of these mills will agree to 
curtai] their production. Neither are the 
mills which have contracts to fill in a 
position to curtail or shut down. 

A gentleman who jis connected with 
one of the largest cloth milis in the south 
Said today: 

“The situation is critical, view it any 
way you may. Taken as a whole, i be- 
lieve the Ggondition confronting us today 
is the woret in twenty-live years. The 
only remedy I see is a general curtail- 
ment, the ehief benefit from that being 
that the mis could run at a smajer 
loss. What makes it worse for the south 
is that the mills in every other part of 
the cotton mafiufacturing world are bet- 
ter off so far as supplies of raw mate- 
rial are concerned than we are. Early 
in the season, when we were holding 
off for lower pfices, the continental spin- 
ners came into the market and purchased 
their cotton, and today, no matter where 
the price of cloth may go, they. can man- 
ufacture cotton at a cost from 2 to 3 
cents a. pound less than we can. In as 
much as not more than a third of the 
American crop is consumed in this coun- 
try, we are in no position whatever to 
control the market, especially on export 
goods. As I see it, the only hope for us 


now {Is to curtail production and run our 
plants at reduced loss.’’ 


Northern Mill Men Invited. 

Fall River, Mass., December 5.—Cotton 
manufacturers here have received cire 
culars from manufacturers in North Car. 
Olina inviting them to attend a meet. 
ing to be held in Charlotte, N. C., next 
Tuesday to consider some plan for the 
united curtailment to meet the cotton 
crop conditions. Two of the local mill 
owners have gone to North Carolina in 
an unoffieiay capacity, but ft is’ under- 
stood here that if they report any 
Strength in the movement in the south 
it is possible that an effort will be made 
to bring about a favorable action on a 
curtailment proposition.

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BOOK ARGUMENTS 


ARE NOW CLOSED 
It Is Said Saving nthe People 
Will Be Extensite, 


Estimated That the Prices Secured by 
State Commission Will Wesult in 
a Saving of $600,000 
in Five Years—Another 
Meeting Tuesday: 


Argument was concluded by the book 
men before the estate text-book commis- 
sion at noon yesterday, and now the case 


is with the jury. | 

It is a jury, too, in many senses of the 
word, for the book men have been noti- 
fled that they must not approach any 
members of the commission with regard 
to their wares until after the verdict mas 
been made. The principal reason for his 
is that there are some thirty or forty 
book representatives in the city, and if 
the members of the commission were to 
permit them to continue their talk. all of 
their time. which they must devote to 
other Official duties. would be taken up. 
Therefore the book men are expected, 
one and all, to keep owe from the capi- 
tol. at least away from the offices of the 
members of the state text-book commis- 
sion until after next Wednesday, when 
it is expected a final decision will be 
reached, 

When the commiasion adjourned yester- 
day it was to meet again Tuesday morn- 
ing at LO o’clock, at which time it will 
begin the work of securing’ the books 
that are to be used an:the common 
schools of the state for the next five 
years. It may be that this work will 
be completed by Tuesday night, or it 
may go over into Wednesday. It is un- 
derstood there are some differences be- 
tween the members of the commission 
on one or twd subjects, but these will 
probably be settled by a majority vote. 
In most instances, however, the com- 
mission is understood to be practically 
of one mind, and the adoptions will be 
comparatively. ‘easy: 

The commission has. spent an entire 
week listening fo arguments from the 
book men. There were about ten sub- 
jects offeréd by each of the twenty-five 
publishing concerns, and a statement on 
each subject was heard from a represen- 
tative of each concern. Altogether the 
commission heard, therefore, about 250 
statements from book men during the 
week. The limit was fixed at fifteen min- 
utes, and while some did Mot consume 
so much time, others went beyond it. 

Great Saving to the People. 

The prices at which the state will set 
the hooks offered are considered quite 
satisfactory. Jn some instances they are 
lower than those given to other states 
under the uniformity system. To give a 
conerete idea of the difference in the 
present prices and those which will ob- 
tain under the “mew system, one dealer 
said yesterday that a book which retalls 
for $1 now will be soid under the state 
law for about 60 or 65, cents. 

Another statement made js that the dif- 
ference of { oent t the price of copy 
books make a total difference to the peo- 
ple of the staté In’ the five years during 
which the books are to be sold of $20,- 
000. 
Comparing the prices at which books 
are now sold under county adoptions and 
those at which they will be sold winder 
the new law. if the same 
used over ‘the entire state, it ig safd it 
would result In a total saving to thé ped- 
ple during the five-year period ef. 6600.- 
0c0O. This means a saving of $120,900 
A year. In arriving at this estimate, it 
is said the matter of exchanging ol 
books for. new is also taken into cansid- 
eration. The bidders on books have of- 
fered to accept old books for new ones 
at 50 to 66 2-3 per cent of the priée of 
the new.hooks. The law itself. estab- 
lishes a minimum of 80 per cent as the 
exchange basis, but some of the publish- 
¢rs have been even more liberal th’n

Many Book Men Here. 


The representatives of the book pub- 
lishing concerns have been in Atlanta off 
and on since the latter part of September. 
At one time it is said there were geventy- 
eight book men at one of thé hotels. 
Many of them have spent most of their 
lime here taking advantage of every pos- 
sible opportunity to put In a word for 
their wares. The first bids were opened 
early In November, though they were tn 
the hands of the commissfon.on Octo- 
ber 5. The work of the subcommfssion 
ted. up the intervening time. 

For the last two weeks there have 
teen at léast thirty book men constantly 
in the city, and their time during busi- 
hess hours has been spent ©? the canitol. 
All of tfifs has cost the book publishers 
# lange amount of money, but it ts said 
they’ will be more than amply rewarded 
if they get contracts for one or two 
b¢icks. It may be that the contracts will 
he distributed between ter or a dozen 
firirs. buf even if this is the case there 
will be twice as many more disappointed. 

As soon as the commission decides 
upon what books {t will adopt, fhe book 
men will then be called on to sign the 
contracts which ‘will be prepafed by’ At- 
tcrrey General John C. Hart. The .com- 
mission is anxidus to complete the work 
®S s00n as P ssible, as it is desirous of 
getting the books into the state schools 
by the first of the year or as a00n there- 
after as is possible.

No 
attempt will be made to hoist the ma- 
chine into position unless the wind Its less 


than 12 miles an hour, in order to avoid 
possible danger to the men engaged in 


F. M. Manley, Professor 
Langley’s chief assistant in the flying ma- 
chine researches, made observations of 
the. wind'’s velocity a number of times 
during the day, but at no time did con- 
ditions warrant an attempt at fiy!ng.

Land. 


It is an ahnomoly why above condition 
exists. Each acre of fair southern land— 
and most of it is beyond fair—under in- 
telligent farming can be made to pro- 
duce profit annually more than double 
the acre’s market value. For the past 
few years the cotton crop has not equaled 
the legitimate demand for cotton goods. 
Mills have closed. for wang of raw cot- 
ton. Formerly. the press nd-industrial 
economists . were insistent on cutting 
down the production of eatton. it is 
different now. So many new uses have 
been devised for the consumption of the 
‘staple that even a very larg® crop would 
be readily absorbed. We have no sufpius 
cotton, and we probably never will have. 
The missionary in cfvilizing the naked 
savage and inducing him to wear clothes 
is a first-class commercial agent for the 
south’s staple. The early opening of the 
Panama cana! will build hundreds of cot- 
ton mills in the south and Increase not 
only the manufactured products enorm- 
ously, but necessitate a much larger cot- 
ton crop than we now dream of. Cotton 
lands must necessarily advance in value. 
The existing price of cotton is not mar- 
ket manipulation; it is the result of 
legitimate supply and demand. Our cot- 
fon area ts not too large for the yearly 
increasing demand of the werid. We need 
better. and more intelligent farming. We 
now rob the land of the entire product 
except the weed. It is ruinous policy to 
sell a pound of seed. It does not pay. 
Nature teaches us that the falling leaf 
keeps the tree alive. It may be more 
fascinating for a country boy to clerk in 
a small grocery, take his hash at a 
cheap boarding house, sleep in the back 
room of the store and “‘see the sights 


| of a city; but it is neither wholesome nor 


profitable. Keep on the farm, young 
man: study its wants and its possibilities, 
and you will be ten times better off than 
in the city. Men of moderate means may 
put up marging, but they afe apt to put 
up mortgages in the end. Only the very 
rich can afford to gamble in stocks. Buy 
land and hold ft. It is there. Don’t let 
your health and morals go into bank- 
ruptcy in the glare and glamor of the 
city. Get into the open; breathe deep the 
pure air and thank God you are in the 
sunlight. Live on your own land; treat 
it fairly; it will respond liberally and 
make you rich i} heart, mind, body and 
pocket. Nevér was a more encouraging 
time to go to farming than just now; 
the farm yields a larger profit for capital 
invested and labot expended than any 
other occupation.

(From Repoit Secretary of Agriculture.) 
The invasign of the cotton boll weevil 
has been a special menace to the cotton 
crop and has awakened widespread ap- 
prehension as to the future of this crop. 
In addition to the excellent work of the 
division of e#tomology tn combating this 
pest, the bureau of plant industry has 
during the past year done considerable 
work with a view of securing, if pos- 
sible, early and resistant yerieti@s by 
breeding and selection, Notwithstanding 
all that has been accomplished, however, 
the boll weevil is constantly spreading 
north and east, and it seems but a quyes- 
tion of time when it will reach all the 
cotton-growing states. The country is 
thus confronted with a very great prob- 
lem, ag the invasion of this insect neces- 
sarily means a complete revolution in 
present methods. The secretary reports 
that after a personal visit to the south 
and a thorough canvass of the situation 
with representative men in congress and 
with others he is af opinion that cotton 
investigation fund should be appropriated 
for immediate use fn connection with this 
problem, He believes that not less than 
$500.000 should be appropriated and made 
immediately available to make this work 
comprehensive and theroughly effective, 
and he enumetatas in detail ten groblems 
to the solution of which these funds 
should be devoted. Should this tecommen- 
dation be carried out, his plan of work 
would be to utilize and combine the efforts 
of the bureau of plant industry and the 
division of entomology, for which he 
recommends reorganization as-a bureau, 
with the addition of the advice and co- 
operation of one of two thorotighly prac- 
tical men in the two states most. interest- 
ed, ragged Loufsiana _ Texas.

winter. As a rule roses do bloom here 
from April to January, but unusual 
weather conditions prevail everywhere at 
times. Nature takes care to provide for 
these unusual conditions, and the peo- 
ple themselves provide for them, but 
up to the present time the Georgia Rail- 
way and Electric Company has aignally 
failed to care for the comfort of those 
who have paid their nickels into its cof- 
fers. As a result the patrons have suf- 
fered. 

Flowers may bloom !n Atlanta’s sun- 
shine from April to January, but the har- 
diest exotic could searcely have survived 
the temperature of a Georgia Railway 
and Electric Company trolley car during 
the past two weeks.

When 
matters of dispute or misunderstanding 
arise, which are almost unavoidable at 
times in a property that comes in con- 
tact with so many individuals, such dis- 
putes are capable of settlement and 
proper understandings arrived at when 
they are taken up between the company 
and the city council, or the city’s chief 
executive, acting on behalf of the public, 
or between the company and its patrons 
direct. In such cases, of course, the dis- 
position on both sides is to satisfactorily 
adjust matters. It is, however, impos- 
sible to arrive at settlements with or 
through newspapers, with their evident 
tendency to foment strife for their own 
selfish ends. 

“I agree with you that the articles re- 
cently published in some of the news- 
papers, with the subject of heating street 
cars aS a pretext, but evidently for the 
real purpose of exciting animosity and 
prejudice against this cOmpany, are not 
calculated to do the city or the company 
any good, Public service corporations 
seem to have become regarded by sen- 
Sational newspapers as thejr natural prey 
and the stirring up of prejudice against 
them a means of increasing circulation 
for the newspaper and at the same time 
serving the selfish ends of some of its 
officers and stockholders. 

“We recognize this disposition on the 
part of some néwsparers and have conse- 
quently endeavored in the management 
of this property to give ag few oppor- 
tunities as possible for its exercise. In 
all of the newspaper agitation whic has 
been had on the subject now under con- 
tideration, and in spite of the fact that 
Such of the patrons of the company who 
were dissatisfied with the absence of heat 
on the street cars were urged to make 
known their complaints to the officers of 
the company, one solitary complaint only 
has been recelved by the company. 

“It gives me a great deal of pleasure to 
go info the matte: with you and‘ to set 
out fully, as you request, the plans which 
We have had relative to the subject of 
heating the cars. 

“Your assumption that it is not our pur- 
pose to keep the cars without some heat 
throughout the winter is entirely cor- 
rect. It has always been our igitention 
to furnish heat on the cars during cold 
weather, in accordance with the practice 
of the last few years. In fixing the period 


‘for providing heat in the cars we were 
/have formea any plans relative to the beapegeeringd 
as to when such heat would be necessary 


governed by our experience 
for the comfort of the passengers of the 
company, and also by the verf large ex- 
pense which heating the cars entails on 
the company and by our abiNty to bear 
this additional heavy expense in view 
of the other absolutely necessary ex- 
penses which could not be avoided or re- 
duced. 

‘“‘We provide heat on our suburban lines 
during the entire winter season. We con- 
Sidered that this was necessary to the 
comfort of the passengers on Sxcount of 
the length of time required in the journey 
and that they should be made comfortable 
without regard to the expense involved. 

“In the cars devoted the city service, 
however, the passengers occupies the car 
from ten to fifteen or twenty minutes, or 
an average of about twelve minutes, in 
making his complete journey. He is cloth- 
ed for the streets, protected against the 
cold and the weather. In this condition 
retaining his coats and wraps, he enters 
the car, which is complezely inclosed, oc- 
cupied by a number of other people, re- 
mains there for not longer than an aver- 
age of twelve minutes, ang under these 
conditions in the ordinary winter weather 
of this climate there is no need for heat- 
ing the cars. Indeed. it wo@id often be 
uncomfortable, and by many js regarded 
as unhealthful and disagreeable. These 
cars are street conveyances, differing in 
this respect in no degree from the private 
carriage of the individual who can afford 
One, or the public hack of the one who 
can't. It is well known that these con- 
veyances are not heated, and [| Rave 
never heard a suggestion that they should 
be heated or that the lack of heat was 
the cause of any very great discomfort. 
Up to a few years ago heating street 
cars was unheard of. The weather was 
fully as severe then as it is now. Yet yo 
one was ever heard to complain of dis- 
cOmfort from the want of heat in the 
cars, nor is it recorded that at that time 
we were suffering from any epidemic of 
throat and pulmonary diseases. 

“The expense of providing heat for 
these cars is very much greater than 
y5u, or &ny one else not acquainted with 
the matter, realize. We have found that 
in order to supply the heat for the cars 
On our system it requires the operation 
at our plants of an extra boiler and an 
additional engine and dynamo above 
those which are employed in the opera- 
tion of the cars. The mere manufacturing 
cost of producing the current consumed 
in heating the cars has amounted with 
us to about $2 per day per car, without 
including any interest on the investment 
in the 4pparatus or anything to provide 
for the deprecfation on such apparatus. 
This company operates regularly an 
average of 100 cars. Consequently the 
expense of heating these cars is about 
$200 per day. It is the most expensive 
form of heating known. If it cost an in- 
dividual $2 a day to heat.each room in 
his house, he would very likely practice 
the greatest economy possibie, and would 
heat only such rooms as were occupied 
continuously, and those only when the 
weather was very cold. He would hard- 
ly be likely to heat a room that he occu- 
ple@ fSF nO~fSnger than fifteen minutes 
at a time. 

“If we had no other expenses than 
those incurred in providing the heat, we 
could easily afford to heat the cars all 
winter long, but this expense is simply 
added to all the other expensés that we 
are under. 

“The conditions existing in Atlanta 
are exceedingly unfavorable to the profit- 
able operation of a property of this kind. 
This company operates 140 miles of 
track, an amount very greatly In excess 
of that employed in any other city in 
the United States, with 50 to 100 per cent 
more population. A survey of the situa- 
tion will demonstrate that the territory 
could be fully as well served with not 
exceeding !00 miles of track. The con- 
dition of excessive mileage, however, ex- 
ists, and it must be operated, thereby 
greatly increasing the cost of operation 
above that of the ordinary system serv- 
ing the same population. Among otner 
conditions unfavorable to the operation 
of this property may be mentioned the 
narrowness of streets, thereby forcing 
the other street travel upon the space 
occupied by the tracks of the company; 
the existence of steep grades apon the 
city streets; the fact that Atlanta Is 
laiq out in a circle, with no natural bar- 
riers to confine its growth to one side or 
within narrow channels; the practice of 
repaving the streets every few years;

In this last respect condi- 
tions in Atlanta are notoriously worse 
than in any other city in the country. I 
mention @amage sults because something 
has heretofore been sald about them in 
the discussion of thé matter under con- 
sideration. When we complain of dam- 
age suits, we do not refer to the legiti- 
mate ones. These we gladly and will- 
ingly settle. But there are many that 
are worked up against the company and 
many that are fraudulent. A fregular 
business has grown up in this city based 
on the brokerage of damage suit claims. 
These are the suits about which we com- 
plain. It is often difficult to uncover 
the fraud on which they are founded, 
and we are consequently frequently com- 
pelled to pay out sums on this account 
for which we know we are not Habla. 
Even those that we do not settle we are 
compellea to defend. The défense of 


them is expensive, and the greater the. 


fraud they contain the greater the ex- 
pense usually entailed In defending them. 


Out of these conditions has grown oné ’ 


of the greatest burdens existing today 
on this property. During the twelve 
months ending March 31, 1903, this com- 
pany pal@ tn its damage department the 
sum of $107,000, being about 13 per cent 
of its gross receipts. During the first 
ten months of this year we Nave paid 
out on this account. abot $75,000, 
whick amounts to about 10 per cent of 
the company’s gross receipts, A charge 
of 5 per cent on this account fs regarded 
as grossly excessive In other cities. Bo 
it can easily be seen how much of the 
revenue of this company that could be 
devoted to bettering its service is di- 
verted in the payment of unfounded 
claims for damages which are stirred up 
against it. 

“Owing to all of the conditions above 
recited, the ordinary operating expenses 
of this company are greatly in excess of 
what they should be and leave only the 
narrowest sort of margin with which to 
meet the taxes, license charges, the pav~ 
ing charges and the interest due the cred- 
itors of the company on its debts. 

“Considering all these matters, whieh 
are above referred to, and knowing that 
we could not furnish heat during the 
season, believing that it 
was not needed, realizing also that our 
cold weather did not begin until after 
Christmas, and remembering the state- 
ment often seen in The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion that roses bloom in the open air in 
this climate from April until January, 
we had planned this year, a8 we have 
dene jn the last féw years, to commenee 
the heating of these city carg by January 
|. We, therefore, made no preparation 
for heating them earlier. We felt that it 
was not necessary. 

‘‘However, we believé that we should 
provide our passengers not only with 
every necessity, but with every reasona- 
ble comfort, and we are perfectly willing 
to do this. This company is always will- 
ing to receive, and endeavors at all.times 
to meet, suggestions which may be made 
in the interest of the publi¢é by the city 
council or the executive of this city. 

“If, after considering the matter, you 
think it would be desirable to provide 
these city cars with heat priof to the 
first of January, I would greatly ap- 
Preciate it if you would kindly make 
some suggestion as to when this heat 
should be provided. We will be very 
glad to comply with {t, and will at once 
arrange our apparatus so that the heat 
can be furnished when the ¢éonditions 
happen that you may name. I would 
submit that it would be well to fix some 
degree of temperature when the cars 
should be heated, but im fixing this I beg 
that you wil] pledsé: Bear in mind the 
expense of providing the heat, our tnabil- 
ity to bear this additional expense, the 
fact that heat in the cars i@ néver an ab- 
solute necessity and ig only desirable in 
severely cold weather.

A salesman in the Metropolitan meat 
market has done a clever thing. He 
saw what was necessary in the devel- 
opment of the frozen meat trade to 
give people exactly what they wanted. 
If a trader requires a lot of legs ora 
lot of shoulders he can now get them 
without having to buy a large number 
of w@ole carcasses and getting a iot of 
things he does not want. This ™mar 
has invented two machines which when 
“fed” with carcasses almost immediately 
disgotge them again, cut up into joints. 
ali ready for metropolitan, suburbun and 
provincial kitchen stoves or gas cvokers. 
One of the machines only cuts legs, 
but the other, a larger and more. elabor- 
ate affair, cuts shoulders. saddie, or 
splits the ribs separately, or, if desired, 
dces al} at one operation.

Proper Settlement of the Trouble Over 
Korea and Manchuria Means 
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Much to the Commercial 
Interests of the United 
States. 


By Jos: Ohl. 
Washington, December 5.—(Special.)— 
Travelers who have recently come from 
the Orient find great demand here for 
their views upon the critical situation 
growing out of the conflict of interests of 
Russia and Japan. All of them have the 
fame story to tell of the Japs—that they 
ate eager and anxious for war. Describ- 
ing conditions {in Japan, Mr. Arthur May 
Knapp, the publisher of The Japan Dally 
Advertiser, a newspaper man who is thor- 
oughly familiar with the politics of all 
the Far Eastern countries, said today: 
“Every man, woman and child tn Japan 
regards Russia as an enemy, and while 
tae government is disposed to continue 
negotiations and avoid a conflict !f pos- 
sible, the people are eager for the fray. 
The pariiament will convene on Decem- 
ber 5, when the pressure from the people 
will be strong and it may push the gov- 
ernment into open conflict with Russia. 
Japan has a superb navy and her ships 
are manned by splendid seamen. Russia 
must have 50 per cent more tonnage 
end men to stand a show of winning en 
the water. And the Japanese army is one 
of the most complete: military machinery 
in existence. The quartermaster and com- 
missary departments are simply perfec- 
tion, and the whole establishment will 
operate like clockwork. The earlier 
stages of a conflict, on both land and sea, 
undoubtedly be marked by success 
for Japan, but the government is un- 
doubtedly justified in its apprehensions 
as to the ultimate outcome of the strug- 
gle. Once, however, that it begins, the 
Japanese will fight to the last man and 
the final ditch. It will be a contest of 
intelligence and agility on the part of 
the Japanese soldiery against the solidity 
and brute force of the Russians. [Tf 3s 
certainly not the intention of Russia to 
rejinquigh Manchuria if only Japan stands 
in her way. The western powers are, 
however, pledged to maintain the integ- 
rity of China, and if Russia is nor 
checked the United States will be dis- 
counting the value of her achievements 
in building the isthmian canal, in so far 
as {t may be intended to facilitate trade 
in the Orient. The Philippines are the 
gateway to Asiatic trade, but if Russia 
holds Manchuria she ‘will next appro- 
priate Korea and menace Japan. The 
United States should assert herself, and 
indicate to Russia that the proper thins 
is to go ‘‘way back and sit down.”’ 
Another American’s Views. 
Another American traveler who believes 
the Japs have an excellent show for vic- 
tory is Captain B. F. Reaves, a Ten- 
nesseean. who has for a couple of years 
been manager of the stamp mills of the 
gold mines in Korea, owned by 
Hunt. the American promoter. These are 
the most valuable concessions held in Ko- 
rea, and it is largely because of them 
that the government of the United States 
fas so keen an interest in a possible con- 
flict over Korea. Captain Reaves has re- 
cently made a tour of Manchuria and 
Siberia, coming west over the Trans-Si- 
berian railroad.

trip.”” said he, “TY kept 
to other things besides 
mining, and especially took note of the 
Russo-Japanese imbroghio. The sub- 
jects of the mikado are swarming into 
- Korea and Manchuria, and they are not 
going in there with any pacific intent. A 
lot of them are undoubtedly soldiers in 
disgidse. They are bringing Weapons 
secretly into the country and I Know 
that many of them went outside our con- 
gcession to practice with firearms. 

“My belief is that there is a big fight 
coming off. and I predict right now that 
the Russians will get the worst of it. 
Their railroad across Siberia will be cut 
in a thousand places by their nigble 
foes. The Japanese can deat the world 
in soldierly stunts; they can march 30 
miles in twenty-four hours and live on 
practically nothing. In conversing with 
them they express implicit confidence in 
their ability to stand off, if not conquer, 
the armies of the czar. They bank 
greatly on the support of England, and 
some of them told me that perhaps the 
Tinited States would help out wifh money 
if not with men. 

“As to American trade with Russia, I 
see no reason for expecting big things. 
At Dalny, the center of the Siberian and 
Manchurian trade, the American Trad- 
ing Company had had a great decline in 
business, owing to Russian competition. 
The open door doesn’t amount to a great 
deal. The Russians are crowding out 
aur flour, oil, timber and cotton goods, 
and are imitating our machinery. They 
eve the best of us, moreover,,.with Chi- 
fiese customers because they are in a 
position to compel their trade."’

VATICAN FEARS 
VENICE CLIQUE 


Objection Made to Pius Sur- 
rounding Himself with 
Old Friends. 


Rome, December 5.—It is now held to 
be assured that Pope Pius, who has a!- 
Teady created Monsignor Callegari bishop 
of Padua, a cardinal, is pbout to call 
him to Rome definitely. This step is said 
to be viewed with apprehension at the 
Vatican as what the officials there wish to 
avoid is the surrounding of himself by 
the pope with outsiders, especially those 
from the Venetian provinces, which seems 
to be the desire of his holiness. 

“Did we not suffer sufficiently with 
the Perugini (the name bestowed on the 
Perugini friends of Pope Leo, whom he 
brought to Rome), that we must have a 
new clique of Venetians?’ they ask. 

These new elements are regarded too 
much edvanced and not sufficiently od- 
servant of etiquette in vatican circles, but 
the pontiff, if he makts up his mind, will 
rot be deterred from carrying out his de- 
termination. 

The pope ts now centering al! his atten- 
tion on the relations between the vatican 
and France, his present most ardent de- 


sire being to find a means to put a stop 
to the anti-Catholic campaign carried on 
by the French government and of arrang- 
ing a definite understanding between the 
French republic and the holy see on 
questions long pending. He hopes that 
the beatification of Jeanne d’Arc, which 
will be the first ceremony of its kind to 
be performed under his pontificate, will 
aid in the fulfillment of his wishes. From 
this conciliatory disposition of the pontiff, 
the inference is drawn that the vatican 
may be able to finda eolution of the dif- 
ficulties, so as to allow President Loubet 
when he visits the king of Italy to pay 
his respects also to Pope Pius. Should 
this occur it would be the first instance

NO FIGHT COMING 
ON SHIP SUBSIDY 


Foes and Friends of Measure 
Reach Conference, 


Instead of Trying To Pass Bill, It Is 
Agreed for President To Name 
Nonpariisan Commission 
To Investigate the 
Question. 


Washington, December §.—The Post to- 
morrow will sav: 

A compromiss has been reached be- 
tween the frierds and the opponents of 
the proposed ship subsidy bill, and no 
effort will be made to pass that measure 
during the Hfe of the fifty-eighth con- 
gress. 

The compromise contemplates legisila- 
tion that shall provide for the appoint- 
ment by the president of a non-partisan 
commission, whose duty it shall be to 
make a full and complete investigation 
of every phase of subsidy question and 
to submit its report to the fifty-ninth 
congress at an early date In the first 
aession. The committee as proposed wili 
consist of five members to be chosen 
from capable men, who are not members 
of elther house of congress. These men 
shall be appointed for a period of two 
years and have an annual salary of $5,- 
000 each, while an appropriation of $25,- 
000 annually for the general and clerical 
expenses of the commission will be made. 

Tt will be made the duty of the com- 
mission to’ mak? a general investigation 
of the entire subject of the merchant 
marine interests, foreign markets and 
prices, as wéll as everything pertaining 
to American commerce and navigation. 
The commission will also be charged 
with the duty of suggesting aide for the 
extension of foreign markets for Amer- 
ican products, and with the examination 
into the increase or decrease of foreign 
markets for such products during the 
last ten or twenty years.

T the Boys and Girls’ Aid Soctety 

is an eleven-year-old boy, Edgar 

Sonne, whose past is already black 

and historic for it has made hima 

pariah in his own neighborhood 
eud household. It is sufficient*to state his 
immediate record of the past few weeks 
to interest not only those with a penchant 
for criminal socioiogy, but every person 
vr bo is concerned with good government, 
g00d citenship, and good social morality, 
and whose ethical concepts and hopes for 
bkumapity are fine anc high. 

In two weeks this child of eleven years 
has been guilty of the following depreda- 
tlons upon society: daylight burglary of the 
residence of Mrs. Woodman, 433 Capp street; 
arrestéd for the Woodman burglary; com- 
uitted by the juvenile court to the custody 
of his mother; theft of twenty dollars from 
bome during hie mother’s absence; ar- 
rested for theft from home; committed by 
juvenile court to the custody of the Boys’ 
and Girls’ Aid Society; escaped from Boys’ 
and Girls’ Aid Soclety with a cleverness 
worthy of an adult and experienced crim- 
inal; burglary of mother’s home during the 
night; arrested for burglary of mother’s 
bome and returned by juvenile court to the 
custody of the Boys’ and Girls’ Aid Society. 

Questions at once swarm into the mind. 
What is to become of such a boy? What 
is to become of society if {t does not deal 
correctly with such a boy and ail of his 
kind? How did such a boy happen to be? 
And bow did society let such a boy happen to 
be? 

In the first place, no matter what extenu- 
1ting conditions, Edgar Sonne’ welfare must 
be secondary to the welfare of society. He 
is a deviation from the normal type of the 
human; he is, in short abnormal. And 
since the majority of individuals compos- 
ing society are normal, it is not only logical, 
but right, that they be protected from the 
depredations of the minority which Is ab- 
uormal. So far, so good. Edgar Sonne is 
arst and above all responsible to society. 
He will not be punished in the old retribu- 
tive sense; but in the new and saner sense 
his freedom may be interfered with and he 
be put into social quarantine. By the ap- 
piication of the just and democratic 
aphorism, “The greatest good to the great- 
est number,’’ he may be put to much pain 
and discomfort. 

On the other hand, there is a responsi- 
bility which society owes to Edgar Sonne.

And right here enters Edgar Sonne and 


scciety’s responsibility to Edgar Sonne. 
Society must determine, first, whether or 
not he is curable. If incurable, if the stuff 
of his life ts too malformed and rotten, 
then society’s responsibility to itself de- 
raands that he shall be put awa here he 
can do no harm. But ff he be curable, ifthe 
stuff of his life may be cleansed and made 
wholesome, then society’s responsibility to 
Fidgar Sonne demands that every effort be 
made to effect a cure. And if society does 
not make every effort, it will be guilty of 
a sin vastly more grievous than any sin Ed- 
gar Sonne can commit. 

With this reasoning in mind, I went out 
to the Boys’ and Giris’ Aid Socicty to see 
what manner of bov Edgar Sonne was. 
Figs record had prepared me for the regu- 
lar type of born criminal or degenerate, but 
my disappointment was agreeable when I 
found that he was just an ordinary-looking 
boy, exceptionally thin, head well-shape, 
and face not at all bad or remarkably 
vicious. His eyes were large, and without 
muuch character, while the lines of the face 
betrayed weakness—but no greater weak- 
ness than that of countless men who are 
respectable members of society. 

Rottenneas and irregularity of the teeth, 
an abnormally-shaped roof of the mouth, 
and certain other minor pecullarifies were 
all that might possibly be classed as atig- 
mata of degeneracy, but which, in them- 
selves alone, signified no more than signy 
the notable teeth of our strenuous Presi- 
dent. 

Edgar Sonne did not appear to be an 
hereditary criminal or degenerate. The 
stuff of his life had not been marred in 
miaking. Of thie, not only am I convinced, 
but Mr. H. W. Lewis, the kindly Super- 
intendent, is likewise convinced. 

Bdgar Sonne talked readily, and we were 
soon deep in a recital of his boyish im- 
pulses, struggles and wrongs. He has a 
lively sense of wrong, which argues well for 
him in spite of the wrongs he has done. 
The “Lictor Boy’’ who kept him out Jate 
at night, compelling him to go without 
supper and to sell four papers in order 
to earn a nickel, struck him as especially 
unfair—likewise his mother, when sheswept 
the bunch of keys into the ash-barrei, 
charged bim with stealing them, and 
whipped him with a leather trace such as 
is used to harness a horse to a wagon. Re- 
senting this injustice, and seeking as men 
have always sought, and as they still con- 
tinue to seek by means of civil suits, com- 
pensation for injury, “‘to get even,” in his 
own language, he promptly robbed his 
mother of twenty dollars and went off on 
a good time. 

But let no mistake be made. His crimes 
havc not all been of this simple, innocent 
order. Burglaries and thefts he told me 
of, where the impulse was not emotional 
or passionate, but was cold-blooded and 
acquisitive. - He made it plain, uncon- 
sciously, of course, that it was easier for 
him to steal and rob than not to steal or 
Tob. He moved along the line of least re- 
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sistance, which, to him, wasinthe direction 
of crime. 

As we talked, further glimpses were 
given of the forces which had moulded the 
stuff of his life into what it was. Sucb 
things as home environment and mother’s 
love may be imagined from the following 
data: 

“Been here two weeks,” he sobbed, once, 
when he broke down, ‘‘an’ ehe ain't been 
to see me. 

“She put me in the Youth's Directory 
when she was movin’ house, and I was 
there for months. 

“She laughed when she saw the policeman 
bad me.’’ 

‘And what did you do with the money you 
earned by selling papers?’’ I asked him. 

Took it home to my mother.”’ 

““Always?’’ 

“No,” he eaild. “She'd ask me for !t, 
and I'd gay, ‘I ain’t sellin’ no papers.’ Ifshe 
found out she’d beat me. That's the only 
thing she can do.”’ 

“The only thing she can do!” From our 
conversation it seemed the only thing she 
had ever done. Many nights, he said, he 
slept out in the back yard; nor in the morn- 
{ng did his mother ever ask him where he 
bad been. “She don’t care,” was the way he 
put it. 

But there was more to come in process 
of findng out how the stuff of his life had 
been marred, not in the making, but after ft 
bad been made. 

Mr. Lewis put his hand over the boy’s 
mouth, completely covering it, and told him 
to blow out through his nose. He obeyed, 
but no air was expelled. His hand went 
up to the crown of his head. It hurt him 
there, he said, whenever he tried to blow 
air through his nose. Directed by Mr. 
Lewis, I looked into his mouth. The ton- 
sils were so enlarged that the passage be- 
tween them was no more than an eighth of 
an inch wide. The palate, instead of hanz- 
ing down, was thrust by the tonsils straight 
out to the front at right angles to its nor- 
mal position. 

An examination had been made by a sur- 
geon, I learned, who had found the post- 
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nasal cavity entrely filled with a growth of 
adenoids cr tumors. Not only did this 
adenoidal growth absolutely close the nose 
to the passage of air, but it exerted an 
ascertained pressure on the brain itself. 
Deafness was also beginning to come on. 

In answer to a question from me, he 
admitted that he could not run so far, or 
fast, or long as other boys. “It makes my 
heart beat,”’ he said, indicating its action 
by a fluttery motion of the hand. 

It was patent that he did not get suf- 
ficient air into hie lungs. Instead of breath- 
ing down to his stomach, as a healthy boy 
should, he breathed high up in his chest— 
higher up than any woman breathes, As 
a result, his blood lacked oxygen, was im- 
poverished. In consequence of this, the 
whole physical organization was impover- 
ished, starved, dy and brain were in 
an anaemic condition. He rolled up his 
sleeve, exposing a scrawny, emaciated arm, 
sharp at the elbow and with no more than 
a faint semblance of the biceps, which re- 
minded one forcibly of the famine pictures 
of starving children in India. 

if this were the condition of his body, 
resulting from impoverished blood, what, 
from the same cause, must be the con- 
dition of his brain and mind? His record, 
is the answer. As emaciation was the re- 
sult of his starved body, so was criminality 
the result of his starved brain. For there 
is adirect and intimate relation between the 
body and brain, between the flesh and the 
spirit. If dyspepsia is capable of giving 
a bias to a good man’s soul to such an ex- 
tent that it is impossible for anything less 
than an angel or martyr to iive with him, 
then the cendition of Edgar Sonne’s mind 
and soul can be readily imagined. 

“Not pre-natal at all,” said Mr. Lewis, 
referring to the adenoid growths. ‘“Con- 
tracted after birth, Hke warts, from bad 
physicial surroundings, such as insuffici- 
ent ventilation, or from so simple a thing 


‘as sleeping continuously with the head 


under the covers.” 

“Can these growths be removed ?”’ I asked. 
“And cap these enlarged tonsils be re- 
duced so that sufficient air may find its 
way to the lungs?” . 


“Certainly,” said Mr. Lewis. 

“And could all this have been done 
years ago?’’ 

Mr. Lewis was emphatic in his affirma- 
tion. 

Here, then, was criminality prior fo the 
criminality of Edgar Sonne—the criminal- 
ity, first, of his mother, in permitting this 
diseased condition to go unattended; and 
the criminality, second, of society, for the 
same reason. For if society arrogates to 
itself the punishment of youthful offenders, 
then it must take upon itself the responal- 
bility for the making of youthful offenders. 
If society provides jaile and policemen for 
children, it should likewise provide pbysi- 
cal examinations and physicians. 

This is not a sentimental consideration. 
It is eminently business-like and practical. 
Had society taken hold of Bdgar Sonne 
years ago and amended his moral nature 
by enabling him to breathe properly, it 
would have saved money. As it is, police- 
men, detectives, judges, superintendents 
of aid societies, patrol] wagons and what 
not, have run up a pretty item in society's 
expense account. And, worst of all, noth- 
ing has been gained. Society has still to 
doctor Edgar Sonne, and it will be a more 
expensive and serious doctoring than it 
would have been had his disease been 
checked and cured in its commencement. 


“Every , neglected child is a menace to 
society and the State,” says Judge R. 8. 
Tuthill. And Jacob Riis, “Just in pro- 
portion to the neglect of them now will be 
the smart of them hereafter.”’ 

But to return to Edgar Sonne. His whole 
history and development seem clear and 
plain. The stuff of his life was apparently 
normal in the making. It possessed a mul- 
“tude of potentialities, the uses or abuses 


of which his adventure into the world would 
determine. With these potentialities, the 
gifts of heredity, he came into the world, 
a soft and pulpy infant, to be moulded by the 
physical and social forces which would bear 
upon him. What these forces were, we have 
seen. An unchecked, unireated disease, 
which impoverished and caused an abnorma! 
condition of mind and body; and a harsh, 
unlovely and unsympathetic home and 
neighborhood environment which gave the 


criminal bias to the sickly body and brain 
and moral nature. 

What is to be done? 

Mr. Lewis answers this question most 
sloquently.

How to Cure a Child of Bad Temper, 
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In a competition just concluded tn one 
of the English magazines a prize was of- 
fered for the best suggestion concerning 
the management and correction of bad- 
tempered children. An enormous number 
of suggestions was received, conveying a 
wide variety of ways in which to instill 
docility, obedience and amiability into the 
minds of cantankerous boys and girls. 

The prize-winning article, written by a 
young woman school teacher, contains 
some unusually sensible and interesting 
suggestions about the proper methods of 
handling children. It reads as follows: 

“To remove ap evil we must .seek out 
its cause. If a young child persistently 
shows a violent temper, let us examine 
its clrcumstances and environment. There 
may be delicate health, rendering self- 
control more difficult. If so, much may 
be effected by change of air, strengthen- 
ing diet and perhaps a suitable tonic. Or 
the child may be irritated at home or 
school by some bullying teacher or older 
child, or even servant, from whose power 
he must be removed.

While there are no regular market gar- 
dens in Terrell some of the farmers 
make a business of supplying truck and 
fruits for local consumption.. 

The famous red melon of Georgia grows 
to perfection in Terrell, the production 
of which is on the increase, several ship- 
ments to the north having been made 
this year. The amount of truck sold in 
1903 exceeds $8,000, not including 
melons, 

The peach crop, though not extensive, 
has demonstrated the possibilities of the 
county raising this frult, a statement 
of production being Warranted by the 
quantity yearly produced. There are in 
the county about 15,000 peach trees, 
yielding on the average 200,000 crates. 
Other fruits that do well are the Con- 
cord grape and scuppernong. ‘There are 
less than 500 apple trees in the county.

The receipts and shipments of cotton 
from ‘Terrell county are about 32,000 
bales, Dawson, the county seat, receiving 
as many as 25,000 bales.

By the comptroller general's report for 
1900 there are 206,617 acres of improved 
land in Terrell, having an average price 
of $4.80; city pfoperty, value, $417,692; 
money, $300,000; mercnandise, $200,000; 
household furniture, $150,000; farm and 
other animals, $200,000. The total value 
of whole property of Terrell is about 
$3,000,000. ‘Lhe colorcd people return 
property to the value ef $450,000. 
by cvoior, the population of Terrell coun- 
ty is as follows, accurding to the cen- 
sus of i900: Whites, 6,674; colored, 
13,3849; making a total of 19,023. 

With increased appropriation for free 
Pubiic schools the average attendance 
has increased annually, the average for 
the whites attending the twenty-fouw 
schools being 689; colored, having an 
equal number of schools, 85l.

Such is the only tenable theory to 
account for the financial straits in 
which many clerks and young pro- 
fessional men find themselves. 

The salaries received by the majfor- 


| ity of Atlanta's clerical force are sure- 


ly sufficient to support life on a modest 
scale. So they are not compelled to 
resort to the alleged usurers through 
absolute necessity. The providential 
intervention of sickness, debt and 
commercial disaster certainly is not 
sufficiently prevalent to explain the 
mass of hopeless debt which many of 
them carry.

Obviously the only explanation that 
dovetails with aH the symptoms is the 
uncalculating extravagance of many 
of the younger men who, in other re- 
spects, comprise one of the most prom- 
ising elements of the city’s popula- 
tion. Most of them have business 
acumen, enterprise and persistence— 
but a large, and we fear growing, per- 
centage are too impatient for social] 
pleasures to await the gradual and 
natural advancement. which would 
bring the means, naturally and through 
no overstrain, for the gratification of 
these very human aspirations. 

The average office salary in Atlanta 
ranges from forty to one hundred dol- 
lars 41 month. Take the young man 
who has entered business on the bot- 
tom rung at a smal] salary. Learning 
his vocation step by step, his compen- 
sation is increased in a ratio with his 
value to his employers. Once he has 
passed a certain limit—forthe sake of 
argument let us put it at between forty 
and fifty dollars—he begins to yearn 
for a place in the social platoon side 
by side with men who, in many cases, 
are doubling his own income. He must 
wear clothes of a certain fashionable 
cut—and they cost money, If he is 
invited out to any extent, his expenses 
mount by leaps. If his acquaintance 
among the other sex is at all exten- 
sive, additional demands are made on 
his salary. Even if he is of that cal- 
iber which wins him the designation of 
a “man's man,” he must spend liber- 
ally to sustain his reputation, gauged 
by a fictitidus standard, and to return 
the friends whose influence will assist 
him socially. 

As likely as not this same ambi- 
tious young man has obligations at 
home, obligations which it would be’ 
beneath his manhood to shirk’ With 
the pace he has set himself and the 
constantly increasing demands on his 
purse, this obligation conspires to 
lead him further into a financial maze 
until he comes to a realization of his 
dilemma when it {s practically too 
late to save himself, 

There is another prolific source of 
embarrassment the existence of which 
we do not think will be denied, and 
that is the mutual indorsing system. 
Many of the money lenders of Atlanta 
have established a rule whereby two 
young men of reputable standing, 
holding positions of assured stability 
and remuneration, may indorse notes 
for each other and obtain money 
thereon. The clerk with a tendency 
toward profligacy or extravagance 
goes to a thrifty friend who has so 
far avoided entanglement, represents 
that he is in a precarious financial 
cendition, and implores his indorse- 
ment. From a motive of pure friend- 
ship itis given. Frequently the finale 
of the transaction finds the friendly 
:ndorser with the bag to hold, and 
his first experience with the “sharks,” 
as a solitary recompense, 

These remarks are without preju- 
dice to the crusade conducted against 
those who are fattening on the misfor- 
tunes or folly of others by illegal 
means. The Constitution merely de 
sires to draw attention to one channel 
of revenue to the alleged usurers 
which could be blocked by sensible 
self-denial. It is comparatively easy, 
at the start, to practice economy—it 
is almost impossible to learn it after 
a prolonged taste of the delights of 
the life of luxury. Rising young men 
who deny themselves pleasures and 
clothes for which they know they will 
have difficulty in paying, may not se- 
cure the adulation of a few shallow 
sycophants. They may even be thrust 
back on less intense amusements and 
more prosaic society. But they will 
escape the torturing incubus of debt 
which makes them dread the inevita- 
ble reckoning day—and they will be 
pursuing the course which, by a thou- 
sand degrees, is the manlier, and. 
which is the only assured road to suc- 
cess.

While Governor Odell is. busy de 
claring that everything has been set- 
tled and settled in a way to leave him 
the whole thing, The New York Sun, 
recognized as the mouthpiece of Hon.

The latest 
development on this line is perhaps 
ihe most interesting we have had. 

The Sun announces that it is of rec- 
ord in the office of secretary of state 
that Governor Qdell is a stockholder 
in the wholesale grocery house of 
Mathews & Co., of Newbourgh, Gov- 
ernor Odell’s home town. Then it 
quotes a telegram sent to the, super- 
intendent of all state charitable insti- 
tutions by the state fiscal supervisor, 
&n appointee of Governor Odell, who 
instruets the superintendents to place 
their ord¢érs for sugar at once with a 
company which is understood to be 
acting as agent for the Newburgh 
house; in which Governor Odell -is per- 
sonally interested. The Sun points 
out that the haste in thus ordering 
purchases to be made could not very 
well have been’ due to fear that the 
yrice of sugar was going up, since it 
must have been known to everybody 
concerned that. the passage of the 
Cuban reciprocity bill is much more 
likely to result in a slight reduction in 
the price of sugar than in an increase. 
The inference is plain. 

But The Sun does not stop there. 
Continuing. its work of love in behalf 
of repubHean harmony, the esteemed 
organ of Senator Platt proceeds to 
show that at the very time the state 
institutions were given their instruc- 
tions to buy this Newburgh: sugar, 
other sugar houses in New York city 
and other parts of the state were 
quoting lower figures to . their cus- 
tomers. The superintendent of one of 
the public institutions happened to 
make inquiry concerning the prices of 
Gther sugar dealers and the result 
was this interesting disclosure. 

We do not prestme, in these days 
of republican graft, to suggest that 
there would be anything improper in 
a republican governor feathering his 
own nest in the way The Sun insinu- 
ates it has been done: We do not as- 
sume to be able to fathom the mys- 
teries of republican ethics.

The truth is the present government 
of Colombia does not enjoy the re. 
spect or confidence of those with 
whom it has had dealings. The ca- 
reer of President Marroquin, himself 
an usurper and self-assumed dictator, 
has been notable principally for his 
disregard of the rights of Colombia’s 
sister states. He and President Cas- 
tro, of Venezuela, have been in an 
almost constant clash, each at differ- 
ent times. helping on a revolution 
against the other, and there has been 
little. lcve between Bogota and the 
other South American capitals. No- 
body, seemingly, has any love for 
Marroquin. — 

The effort to make it appear that 
this Panama move on the part of the 
United States is the beginning of a 


| policy of absorption of the , smaller 


republics has fallen flat, The intelli- 
gent men who shape public sentiment 
in the more substantial republics of 
South America decline to be swept 
from their feet by any such appeals 
to prejudice, They understand that 
the relations,of this government to 
the isthmus are peculiar—that the re- 
sponsibility of the guarantee of free- 
dom of transit across the isthmus 
carried with it a relationship toward 
that unique strip of earth which does 
not obtain with regard to any other 
part of that great continent—and that 
even if the action of the United States 
was open to criticism, it could not 
possibly be taken as a menace to any 
other South American country. . 

As for Venezuela and Ecuador, Co- 
lombia’s nearect neighbors, it is fair 
to assume they. have real sympathy 
with the Panamans. Those two coun- 
tries found it necessary years ago to 
secede from Colombia just as Panama 
has done. Misgovernment at Bogota 
has been the rule, not the exception. 

In the light of these facts, the proph- 
ets of evil who have been drawing 
pictures of the dire calamities coming 
upon the United States in conse- 
quences of our aid to Panama are 
doomed to disappointment. Their pre- 
dictions, running the gamut from loss 
of trade to the practical nullification 
of the Monroe doctrine through South 
American connivance, have been made 
on the theory that the people of those 
other republics have neither friend- 
ship for nor understanding of the 
United States, but are gwayed only 
by prejudice. That this is an unfair 
and unjust assumption is being proven 
by the attitude of aH of the substantial 
etates of South America.

How quietly monetary affairs between 
here and the interior readjust them-

ed outside assistance. It was said in the 
middie of the week that considerable 
money was being loaned in Wall street 
by St. Louls banks, this belng the first 
intimation that a readjustment had been 
largely brought about. Here again ex- 
change created by cotton and grain ex- 
ports figured largely in the settlement, 
obviating the necessity ef a large return 
flow of money from St. Louis. 

The certainty that the American Sugar 
Refining Company is gradually tighten- 
ing its grip on the trade renders inter- 
esting the tndifference of this company 
to the purchase of supplies of the raw 
product, although it is assumed that the 
principal reason for thia is a desire not 
to lead up until after the tariff ig re- 
duced. At one time this week there were 
upward of 15,000 tons of raw sugar on 
the wharves. The American Company 
which usually carries large atocks is now 
said to have only several days’ supplies 
ahead, Had reciprocity been put through 
promptly the planters who had heen hold 
ing back their supplies in Cuba would 
have been able to derive most of the 
benefit, but many ef them can not af- 
ford to carry their crops indefinitely. It 
is, therefore, predicted here that before 
long the export mavement from the is- 
land will assume larger dimensions and 
under the weight of heavy receipts it is 
thought the raw product will suffer a con- 
siderable break, which the refiners will 
take advantage of. Some think the Sugar 
trust after the new law has become ef- 
fective will be able to contro] the raw 
Sugar market even to a greater extent 
than it dO@s the market for refined. 
Other cane refiners are working in 
harmony with the American Company. 
At the close of the week a report has 
been current that many Cuban planta- 
tions have been purchased in the interest 
of the Sugar trust, to which it will take 
title after the reciprocity treaty is signed. 
This would afford the company all the 
benefits arising from the reduced tariff. 


While the rise in stocks this week was 
due jargely to short covering, there has 
unquestionably been some very good buy- 
ing. Leading authorities predict @ fur- 
ther upward movement, broken by occa- 
sional recessions. It is the ‘‘end of the 
year’ demonstration, to which reference 
has already been made in this column 
as ‘ikely to occur. It is based on a 
sounder position than hae been witnessed 
for a lOng time, with an expanding trade 
balance abroad, as above noted, and with 


a& prospect of easy money and plenty of 


it in the gear future. Bvidences accu- 
mulate daily that the great industries, 
notably iren and steel, are recovering,

The Howell Jones Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, December 5.—lne week just 
ended will be long remembered in cotton 
circles, in that it has furnished exciie- 
ment never before witnessed, unless the 
panic in stocks in May, |90!, can be said 
to have equaled it.

AKIN TELLS 
SWEET SINGER 


IDNEY LANIER, the asouth’'s great 
poet and singer, was the subject of 
an able, entertaining and polished 
address bef re the teachers and young 
ladies of Cox college at College Park 
Thursday morning last by Hon. John W. 
Akin, representative in the legislature 
from Bartaw county and one of Georgia’s 
best known and most higt\y cultured 


men. 

The gathering of a body of soutbern 
women by their own choice to haar words 
about a southern man who lived in let- 
ters, Judge Akin declared to be an event 
that was notable and one that may be 
prophetic. The south had been foremost, 
he said, in doing honor to its heroes and 
yet it had somewhat neglected those of 
its own children who had become bright 
stars in the literary firmament. How 
he remarked, that there are 
e0ld in the south a hundred copies of 
Longfellow to one of Poe. 

‘Let us hope that gthers, far and near, 
will catch the spirit of this occasion,’’ he 
Said, ‘‘and begin to give to our own men 
of letters somewhat of their due meed of 
praise.”’ 

“Bidney Lanler’s poetry bears evidence 
of laborious toil and retoil. Visions of the 
unseeable and untouchable world flashed 
upon him, but he was not content with 
hurried translations of them into rhyme 
and meter. He must have sketched and 
resketched; painted over, followed out 
each jive and retouched the picture again 
and again.” 

Artistic integrity is what Lanier aimed 
at. In comparing Lanier and Byron, 
Judge Akin said: 

‘‘Lanier had not the majestic sweep of 
Byron, but he had something better. ‘The 
beauty of holiness,’ was a phrase which 
Me loved; but he loved not less to trans- 
pose its terms and to speak of ‘the holi- 
ness of beauty.’ Indeed, holiness and 
beauty were to him one and the same, 
and in the whole range of his. gamut 
there is not one note false to this ideal. 
Because Byron never understood _ the 
beauty of holiness, therefore he could 
not know the holiness of beauty. If the 
two goddesses had stood before them, 
Bryon would have thrown his arms 
@round Aphrodite; Lanler would have 
knelt at the feet of Pallas Athene.’’ 

The kinship of music and poetry found 
its fullest proof in Lanier. 

“Lanier imitates on a minor scale the 
original genius of Wagner, Lanier spoke 
in werds; Wagner in tones. Wagner's 
music {g the music of harmony as con- 
trasted with the music of*melody. Rossint 
is a master of melody in tone; Byron-a 
master of melody in words. Wagner is 
the master of harmony in tones: Lanier, 
if not the master, approaches in words the 
Wagnerian ideal of harmony.” 

As Wagner wrote the music of the fu- 
ture so Lanier has written the poetry of 
the future. 

“Lanier reminds me somewhat df Ten- 
nyson. I do not mean to intkmate that 
Lanier is Tennyson's equal. And yet 
nothing {1s more remarkable than the 
growth of Lanter since his death. His

SEEM CERTAINTY 


Coast Line Service from Al- 
lanta to New York Appears Sure 


Director of Road Said To Have 
Stated That This Part of the 
Through Route Is Almost 
Certain To Be Established 

| in Near Future. 


The fast through trains of the Atlantic 
Coast Line, mention of which was made 
in The Constitution yesterday, are said 
today to be a certainty, so far as Atlanta 
and New York are concerned, and a 
strong probability so far as the remainder 
of the route to New Orleans is concerned. 

It 18 learned on good authority that cne 
of the directors of the Coast Line has 
stated that that road will surely be oper- 
ating trains from Atlanta to New York 
within a Hmited period. It is also learn- 
ed that as soon as the necessary arrange- 
ments can be perfected, it is altogether 
probable that the Coast Line will extend 
this fine service from here to New Or- 


leans. 


An important feature of this rumor is 
that it is said by well-posted railroad 
men that the Southern cannot afford to 
deny the Coast Line the use of the West- 
ern of Alabama railway, even if that 
road were disposed to do so, which is 
much doubted. 

It is stated that the Central of Georgia 
controls the Western of Alabama, and 
that the Central is control/ed by the 
Southern; but~— 

The Atlantic Coast Line controls the 
Loulsville and Nashville, which is the 
Southern's means of entrance into New 
Orleans with its present through vesti- 
buled trains from New York, and should 
the Southern refuse to permit the Coast 
Line to use the Western of Alabama, the 
Coast Line would possibly refuse the 
Southern the use of the tracks of the 
Louisville and Nashville, and thereby dis- 
arrange the present excellent service be- 
tween the metropolis and New Orleans 
which the Southern ts operating. 

Ar@ther thing that lends probability to 
the statement that the Southern would 
hardly resist the entrance of the Coast 
Line into the northern through traffic 
business is said to be that the Southern 
possesses another route by which it can 
reach New Orleans, in nowlse inferior to 
the present one. This is by way of Bris- 
tol. Tenn., and the roads leading from 
there to the Louisiana city. 


Relation with Southern. 

The Southern is said to possess clos¢ 
relations with the Coast Line in other re- 
spects. It has trackage rights with the 
Coast Line between Jesup and Jackson- 
ville, each selling its own tickets over this 


line. 

’ Regardless of that part of the scheme 
which embraces a run from Atlanta to 
New Orleans—which is a strong probabil- 
itv, to say the least-—it Is stated by those 
who are in position to know whereof they 
speak, that it is the settled policy of the 
Coast Line, and has been the settled pol- 
icy for at least two years, to establish a 
fast through service from Atlanta to New 
York and that just as soon as arrange- 
ments can be made this service will be 
begun. When that will be is not accu- 
rately known, for the reason that it will 
be necessary for the Georgia to change 
its equipment to some gmall extent. This 
road, as well as the Coast Line proper, al- 
ready possesses a fine road bed, well 
ballasted and heavy railed, but still there 
are a few things lacking which will have 
to be installed before the speed necessary 


can be made. 

As to. whether the new line can equal 
or reduce the time limit now existing be- 
tween this city and New York, opinions 
differ. Some of the railroad people say 
that the new line will reduce the travel- 
ing time, at least, one hour, on account 
of the fact that the Georgia and Atlantic 
Coast Line pass through a level terri- 
atively, without many sharp

Route to Atlanta. 

If the proposed fast line is establish- 
ed, the roads that will be used to Atlanta 
will be the Pennsylvania, New York to 
Washington; the Richmond, Fredericks- 
buirg and Potomac, Richmond to Wash- 
ington; the Atlantic Coast Line, Rich- 
mond to Augusta, and the Georgia, Au- 


gusta to Atlanta. 

Only from this point south are there 
any complications whatever in the way of 
the establishment of the great through 
line. As stated yesterday, the Georgia 
controls the West Point to a sufficient ex- 
tent to permit, the use of that road by 
the Coast Line, should it decide to run 
its trains on to New Orleans. The Cen- 
tral of Georgia, however, is said to 
have a say-so in the working. of the 
Western of Alabama, and the Southern 
plays a large hand in the management 
of the Central. 

So, in its final analysis, the continuance 
of the line to New Orleans from Atlanta 
is said to depend greatly on the South- 
ern's pleasure. Many think that that line 
has not the slightest objection to the 
proposed service, as it is stated that the 
Southern could, if necessary, change its 
route for through business. around by 
Bristol and probably save bogh time and 
expense. 

Ali this Is surmise, so far as the New 
Orleans run is concerned. surmise based 
on the known desires and plans of the 
Coast Line. , But that part that relates 
to a fast line between here and the 
north is not surmise; it is said to be a 
certainty within a short time, according 
to the statement of the director referred 
to above. 

The net result of the whole matter is 
said to be that before Atlantans know 
it, sOme of them, at: least, will be mak- 
ing their trips to New York via Rich- 
mond and the Coast Line. This is the 
opinion of some of the best posted rail- 
road men in this section and can be ac- 
cepted as being as nearly accurate as 
it is possible to obtain propositions of this 
kind in advance of their realization.

Mail Orders given prompt attention. 
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The annual shortage of cars appears 
to be causing more trouble this season 
than ever before, and matters are reach- 
ing a point where it will be necessary 
for the roads in this section to take steps 
to remedy the situation permanently. 

This is the time of the year when the 
shipments of cotton and fertilizers grow 
so heavy that the roads find themselves 
unable to handle the great volume of 
freight traffic satisfactorily. This is said 
to be the case every year from Septem- 
ber to some time in the early spring. 
From ali accounts received here, it 1s 
worse this season than usual, and oOffi- 
cials are considering ways and means (to 
correct the evil. As to the report publish- 
ed below, which alleges that there is 
an equal shortage in passenger coaches, 
local railroad people say that this is a 
mistake, that unless there was some- 
thing like’'a movement of troops or other 
unusually large bodies of men they are 
fully able to handle the business, and do 
not especially need any more cars just 
at present. It ts true, they say, that 
there is a heavy passenger business this 
season, but they do not fear any over- 
crowding. The fact that the reported 
shortage is more noticeable this year than 
formerly is said to be due to the in- 
creasing business of all the roads in this 
part of the country. The following spe- 
cla) tells the story as viewed at Birming- 
ham: | 

Birmingham, Ala., December 4.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The shortage of freight cars on 
all southern railroads is again a matter 
of considerable worry to the manage- 
ment, especially as the heavy traffic of 
the holidays is just opening up. in ad- 
dition to the other heavy business of this 
period. The shortage has been mor@ no- 
ticeable this year for the past several 
months than ever before. It is feared 
that this condition May extend to passen- 
ger equipment during the immediate 
rush. Last year the shortage in passen- 
ger cars was very noticeable, and neces- 
sitated the use of cabooses, 


A large fram@ ware house is, being 
erected by Contractors Gude & Walker 
near the site of the new passenger sta- 
tion, the house to be used for the pur- 
pose of containing the supplies of cement 
and other matefals which are liable to 
deteriorate upon exposure to the ele- 
ments, and also to contain the tools of 
the workmen who are to be soon employ- 
ed in the construction of: the depot, 

The building is located immediately un- 
der the Mitchell street viaduct, where it 
will be in conveniént distance to the loca- 
tion of the work, and where materials 
can be‘ easily reached when needed dur- 
ing the work hours. A considerable force 
of hands was employed yesterday in the 
erection of this ware house, and the 
scene presented was a busy one, 

Materials are expected to begir coming 
in within the next few days, as many or- 
ders have been placed a sufficient length 
of time to enable the supply men to ship 
them here by an early day next week. 
Evérything will be in readiness for the 
starting of the actual construction of the 
passenger terminals upon the arrival of 
these materials. 

Much of the heavy work on the struc- 
ture will be done by machinery, labor- 
saving devices of this variety greatly ex- 
pediting the work of modern building. 
The grading is ready, only a few 
trenches remaining to be cut. This will 
pe done probably Monday morning. 


The Christmas holiday rates, on which 
officials of the Southeastern Passenger 
Association have been at work for some 
time, are now completed, and they will 
be printed and distributed shortly. This 
work has required much study and con- 
sideration, and the roads in this terri- 
tory are now réady to sell tickets on a 
uniform basis that is considered fair to 
all concerned, including the traveling 
public. Unusually heavy traffic is ex- 
pected this season, ag the business has 
opened up more briskly than has been 
its wont. Thousands of people in the 
country visit Atlanta and other cities em- 
braced in the territory to Which the rates 
apply to do their Christmas shopping, 
and when all these points are taken into 
consideration it becomes evident to one 
not cOnnected with the passenger busi- 
ness that some definite understanding 
upon the part of the roads engaged in 
the movement is absolutely necessary.

This from Post- 
master Brodgett yesterday. 

“There's another thing which I see 
Postmaster E. R. Monfort, of Cincin- 
nati, has brought to the attention of 
the public in that city, and that is the 


other mall matter. According to the sta- 
tistics furnished by him there were 
7,129,990,202 pieces of mail matter han- 
dled by the United States postal service 
in one year. Of this number 50,227,369 
leces were misdirected. When you 


misdirected it shows that there is a deal 
of carelessness somewhere. 

“We find that the most mistakes are 
made in the direction of business letters 
on the typewriter. Very . often 
stenographer in writing the abbreviation 
for the name of the state, makes a sin- 
gle mistake and the letter goes miles 
out of the way, which of course causes 
delay. For instance, say the letter is 
addreSsed to Macon, Ga. The type- 
writer makes it Macon, La., or Pa. or Ta. 
or something else. The delay which fol- 
lows must be apparent to every one. 

“T see, too, that Postmaster Monfort 
has had the matter of the correct ai 
dressing of letters taken up in the public 
schools and a certain amount of time 
each week is devoted to careful instruc- 
tion in this particular each week.

British Consul Reports Ter- 
rible Conditions in Congo — 
State. 


London, December 5.~-Roger Casement, 
British consul in the Conge State, has 
just completed @ tour of investigation 
undertaken under the orders of the Brit- 
ish government and he fully confirms the 
worst reports of outrages perpetrated on 
natives of that part of Africa, Mr. Case- 
mient’s tour was to have lasted six 
months, but after the scenes he witnessed 
and the information, be obtained in the 
first two months the consul decided that 
further evidence was unnecessary, The 
report which Mr. Casement Is now pre- 
paring for the foreign office will show 
that the most horrible outrages are still 
being perpetrated under the “rubber re- 
gime’ and that slavery and barbarism 
in their most revolting forms still exist.

OF THE CONSUMERS LEAGUE

TLANTA’S division of the National 
A consumers League is, now on a 

well established pasis, and the stand- 
ing committees are beginning an active 
work under the princfpals of the organi- 
zation—one that seaids in line with all 
of those representjhg an expression of 
the most advanced -thought in philan- 
thropic work. 

It was during the meeting here in Arpil 
of the National Association of ‘Charities 
and Correction that Atlanta's division of 
the league was organized, Mrs. Flor- 
ence Kelly, Mrs. Emily Williamson, Mr. 
Robert de Forest, Jane Addams and other 
active philanthropists speaking at tho 
meeting called for the purpose by Mrs. 
Hamilton Douglas, who has been the in- 
spiration of the movement in Atlanta. 

At a subsequent meeting, at which 
there was 1% large and enthusiastic at- 
tendance, Mrs. Douglas was elected pres- 
ident, Rev. C. A, Langston, vice presi- 
dent; “Mrs. Warren Boyd, Second vice 
president; Miss Lucy Harrison, 
tary and treasurer; corresponding secre- 
tary, Miss Sarah J. Whaley.

The object of the label 
is to enable the purchaser to distinguish 
garments made in factories approved by 
the league from tliose made under other 
conditions. The use of the label] !< grant- 
ed on conditions of ail goods bearing the 
label being made in factories in which 
the state factory law is obeyed, overtime 
is not worked, children under !6 years of 
age not employed and no goods are giyen 
out to be made wp in homes.”

“8. That it is therefore the duty of 
consumers to find out under what con- 
ditions the articles they purchase are 
produced and distrtputed and insist that 
these conditions shall be wholesome and 
consistent with a respectable existence 
on the part of the workers.” 

Mrs. Hamilton Douglas made an inter- 
esting statement yesterday, explaining 
in detail the work of organization. 

“The Consumers’ League,” she explain- 
ed, “is an association of persons, who 
strive to do their buying in such ways 
as to further the welfare of those who 
make or distribute the things bougnt. 

“The immediate aims of the organiza- 
tion are to abolish the sweating system;

A smal] body of shoppers, however 
wealthy and influential, is of relatively 
littie importance to the merchants and 
manufacturers compared with the whole 
mass of purchasers, whose ceaseless pres- 
sure determines for good or il) the policy 
of all who live by commerce or manu- 
facture. It is only as the_ Consumers’ 
League comes to embrace a large propor-~ 
tion of the purchasers in this country 
that it can compass the abolition of the 
sweating system and the general adop- 
tion by merchants of the standard of a 
fair house now accepted by the few. 
Since every purchaser exercises power, 
voluntarily or involuntarily, the duty of 
combining for the beneficent use of this 
power is seif-evident.”’

Chicago, December 5.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—The great colony of Chica- 
coans who migrate southward during the 
winter months have been notified by the 
Southern railway and the Queen and 
Crescent route of the inauguration of a 
new feature which is destined to be very 
popular. 

This is the establishment of variable 
routes for southern tourists whereby the 
trip can be made by way of Lexington, 
Chattanooga, Atlanta and Macon, return- 
ing by way of Savannah, Columbia and 
Spartanburg, Asheville and Hot Springs 
end Knoxville, or vice versa. This plan 
enables the tourists ot pass through the 
heart of the south and touch at the best 
points. . 

In addition to this advanced step, the 
Chicago and Florida special will be put 
into service January I!!. This train. a 
veritable traveling palace, will leave Chi- 
cago at ! p. m. and arrive at St. Au- 
gustine at 9:30 the following morning. 
The indications are that travel south- 
ward wil} be heavier than ever before 
this winter and the railroads are ar- 
ranging to meet the demand for improved 
service.

Captain Carter Shows Age. 

Captain Oberlin M. Carter, fresh from 
the government prison in Fort Leaven- 
worth. Kans., has arrived in this city and 
js busy planning to fight the government 
for $400.000 which it claims he illegally 
expended while captain of engineers in 
charge of federal work at Savannah, Ga. 
Friends of the former officer remark that 
the four years of préson life have caused 
him to age rapidiy. Carter is said ‘o 
have recetved $400,000 in bonds from 
Greene & Gaynor, the contractors, whose 
work in Savannah Carter was inspecting 
It is this amount the legal battle wil] 
be waged for. Carter's attorney declares 
that his client’s conviction was unjust in 
every way and that the extra money 
Carter persomally expended at Savannah 
came from his father in law, Mr. West- 
cott. The trial of the case in the fed- 
eral court {s to be bitterly fought and is 
expected to bring forth testimony of thge 
greatest importance. It ts inttmated that 
some persons not heretofore connected 
with the case will be brought into the 
limelight of public attention. 

South May Get a New Line. 

Railroad men who are following the 
trend of events believe New Orleans 
stands in a fair way to get another great 
railroad line. The dispute between the 
Rock Island interests and the Goulds over 
the division of Mississippi valley traffic 
is said to have reached a point where 
the Rock Island people believe the best 
solution of the difficulty will be the con- 
struction of an independent line into the 
Crescent City and a battle royal for all 
the business in sight. If this plan is 
carried out the Goulds will find them- 
selves engaged in wars with three great 
-ompeting railway interests. The Penn- 
sylvania system, the Harriman lines and 
the Rock Island system are all supposed 
to be whetting a knife for the Goulds. 
The strength of Mr. Gould’s positior. 
however, ifes in the fact that he is 
working in perfect harmony with John 
D. Rockefeller, who is a tremendous and 
resourcefu] fighter. However the fight 
terminates, it promises to do much in 
the way of developing the south and giv- 
ing it increased transportation and traf- 
fic facilities. 

Chicago Eclipsed by Smoke. 

Chicago experienced a remarkable 
phenomenon one day this week, and the 
superstitious portion of the population 
was much alarmed. A light snow was 
falling, and, beginning about 10 o’clock 
in the forepoon, the clouds seemed to 
lower and the darkness advanced until, 
at noon, it was so dark all over the cen- 
tral and southern portions of the city 
that gas had to be lighted, even in the 
top stories of tall buildings. .Many per- 
sons thought it an eclipse of the sun, 
and wondered how such a remarkable 
affair could have escaped the attention of 
the astronomers. However, the smoke 
inspector of the city explained the condi- 
tion by saying that the low hanging 
clouds served to force down into the 
streets al] the dense volume of smoke 
pouring out of thousands of stacks.

Former Senator William F. Vilas and 
John M. Olin were the chief opposing 
counsel, and they produced such a be- 
wildering mass of figures that John A. 
Bornquist, of LaCrosse, one of the jurors, 
lost his reason, disappeared from the 
court room and later on was found dead, 
having hilled himself. His widow testi- 
fed that he had taken an oath to 
memorize all the data offered in order 
to arrive at a verdict, and it proved too 
much for him. After all this, the remain- 
ing jurors rendered a verdict upholding 
the original award,

STRIPPED HIM OF CLOTHES. 


Lightning Played a Queer Prank 


with a Colorado Victim. 


(Colorado Springs Gazette.) 

A blinding flash, a loud and sudden 
crack of thunder, a sensation as of some- 
one striking you in the face and then 
darkness and unconsciousness! 

That is how it feels to be struck by 
lightning. It is the way Art Bruer, a 
conductor for the Manitou and Pike's 
Peak road, who had his clothing torn 
from his body by lightning last week, de- 
scribes the sensation. 

Although Bruer’s clothing was torn to 
shreds, his conductor’s cap removed from 
his head, the fleece lining of his under- 
wear set on fire and a blue streak burn- 
ed across his chest from shoulder to 
shoulder, he recovered consciousness a 
few minutes later and was able to bring 
his train from the summit of Pike’s Peak 
to the cog road station at Manitou. 

There are no tailor shops or hand-me- 
down stores on the peak and Bruer bor- 
rowed a Navajo Indian blanket from the 
curio shop there and performed his duties 
as conductor while arrayed like an In- 
dian. 

The incident was one of the most pe- 
culiar freaks of jightning on record. It 
has been known to perform strange an- 
tics, but never before has it stripped a 
man completely of his -Outer clothing, 
tossed his hat into the air, left an in- 
delible stamp on his body, rendered him 
unconscious for a few minutes and then 
le} him almost unhurt, with no burns 
eXcept a long thin line of blue on his 
chest and set fire to the fleece lining of 
the underwear without burning or scorch- 
ing any other article of his wearing ap- 
parel. 

Bruer believes he was born lucky. In 
the present instance this was better than 
to have been born rich. The chances of 
& man’s life being spared in such a case 
are SO smal] as y? be almost infinitesimal, 
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At the time he was struck by the light- 
ning he was standing on the steps of the 
coach, holding the brass railing with both 
hands, preparing to start on its journey 
down the peak. The passengers were all 
aboard and everything was in readiness 
for the downward start. 

Suddenly there was a blinding flash 
and a deafening crash of thunder. A blue 
streak of forked lightning shot across the 
peak on its way from one cloud to an- 
other. En route it encountered the form 
of Bruer and his body formed the circuit 
which shot the bolt into the top of Pike's 
Peak. After the passengers had recov- 
ered from their momentary fright they 
saw the insensible form of Bruer lying 
on the ground. 

They hastened to him to-pick Him up. 
as they supposed, dead, when, to their 
utter astonishment, he sat upright and 
looked bewildering about him. To in- 
quiries he replied that he was Not hurt. 
“only stunned,” but one man discovered 
that the fleece underwear Was burning. 
The fire was extinguished and the Nav- 
ajo blanket borrowed. rhe clothing 
which had been torn by the electricity 
was picked up and brought to Manitou.

The Way Houses on Fire Were 
Bcught in Ancient Rome. 

One of the strangest busi@esses in an- 
cient Rome is mentioned by Juvenal in 
his satires. It consisted of buying 
houses on fire. The speculator hurried to 
the scene, attended by slaves carrying 
bags of money and others carrying tools, 
judged the chances of salvage and made 
a bid to the distracted house owner, who 
was glad to accept anything, as a rule. 
The bargain struck in all haste, this 
earliest of fire assurers set his slaves 
to work and secured what he could. 
Sometimes even he put out the flames 
and so made a coup. 

It was a business for capitalists, but 
the poorest who speculated in a smal) 
way could hardly lose if he had pres- 
ence of mind enough to grasp the 
chances.

Of the forty or more men at- 
tached to the carriage he gives the names 
of his brother, E. T. Hunnicutt, for many 
years marshal: Willis Carlyle, another 
marshal; Moses Formwalt, a former may- 
or: Irb Powell and J. Bell, ‘he latter 
man has for fifty vears been famous for 
signing his name the picture of a bell, 
with a huge clappér. 

In this connection I quote from Colonel 
Charles Edgeworth Jones, who says: 

“In 1848 or midway in his earlier con- 
gressional incumbency, Mr. Stephens had 
@ personal encounter with Judge Francis 
H. Cone, of Greensboro, Ga.. which il- 
lustrates the physical courage wherefor 
he had ‘been noted from his youth, the 
courage that comes, not from principle 
or duty, but from utter indifference ‘to 
consequences. The difficulty originated, 
as we are told, in a quarrel in regard 
to the Clayton compromise of the same 
year. Cone stabbed the distinguished ob- 
ject of his political venom most dan- 
gerously- Bigh a knife, and cried: “Re- 
tract, or I will cut vour throat,’’ The 
bleeding, almost dying, Stephens. with the 
determined exclamation, ‘“‘Never! Cut.” 
grasped ‘the swiftly deg@cending knife 
blade in his right hand. Asa penalty for 
his undaunted action that member. which 
was terribly mangled in the incidental 
struggle. never again wrote plainly. To 
the wonder of all he recuperated in time 
speech in favor of General] 
Taylor for the national presi- 
dency, his carriage being triumphantiv 
drawn to the orator’s stand by his ad- 
miring fellow-citizens.”’ 

Captain N. L. McLendon. who is g00d 
authority on early Atlanta. says: That 
of all the public occasions he has wit- 
néssed in the city since Atlanta has had 
an existence, he does not remember 
greater enthusiasm displayed than when 
Mr. Stephens was drawn through the 
streets in the carriage to Walton Springs. 
The crowd went wild, when he was placed 
upon a stand, so every one could see little 
Aleck once more alive and hear his fa- 
miliar voicé. 

Richard Malcom Johnson thus writes: 

“News of this encounter quickly spread 
caused the greatest excitement 
throughout the state, but especially in 
Mr. Stephens’ own country. Hundreds 
thronged into Crawfordville to meet the 
night train from Atlanta and hear of 
his condition, for the report had been 
that he could not survive his injuries.’’

hE young lieutenant who command 

ed the naval recruiting party in At- 

lanta last week is a prince of the 
royal house of Samoa, and thereby hangs 
asx pretty a romance as those little isi- 
ards in the far south gea ever knew. 

In the summer of (899:the American 
gun boat Abarenda came’ steaming into 
the wonderful harbor of Tatuila and the 
officers and men of the good ship landed 
in the city of Pago-Pago. They had come 
to establish the government of the United 
States in the isles of Samoa and assist 
Governor Benjamin F. Tilley in securing 
to the government at Washington the 
allegiance of the brown-skinned people 
who flocked to see the great ship floating 
at anchor. + 

One of the officera of the Abarenda 
was Lieutenant Louis ©. Richardson, the 
same who commanded the recrulting party 
In Atlanta, and he, with all the others, 
was welcomed cordially ki the Samoans, 
who were proud to acknowledge them- 
selves a part of the people of “The Great 
White Father, William McKinley.” 

The flowers grew in profusion over 
the islands and every tropic breeze that 
blew was laden with a thougand sweets 
of perfume. The natives, though quiet 
and dignified, were all smiles for the 
officers and men of the Abarenda, and 
they, these men. who roamed the wide 
seas on the big pale ship, thanked the 
fortune that sent them to the enchanied 
word that lay about them.

Danes became fired with resentment at 
the idea of being ruied by an outsider, as 
they considered Christian. 

The poor monarch’s own views counts 
ed for little in the first half of his reign, 
for after he nad somewhat quelled his 
people's objections by yielding to their 
demands tn certain matters, outside pow- 
ers, in the shape of Prussia and Austria, 
took matters into their Own hands, and 
for a while did very much as they pleased 
with the land, the people and the king of 
Denmark. 

When the king finally managed to sit 
up and take a breath, he found, to his 
joy, that the*invaders had disappeared, 
and later, to his dismay, that they had

taken a third of his kingdom with them. 
Northern Schleswig, nearly all of it, old

friends here who are interested in her 
musical work, won over as they were 
by her sweet voice. She has not yet 
been héard in public since her return, 
but she will sing at St. Mark this morn- 
ing, and the renewed polish her voice has 
attained, together with fresh ideas that 
every sing®r must learh from contact 
with new instructors, will add more 
admirers to Mrs. Dow’s list.

I visited many studios— 
those I had been advised by friends to 
inspect, and those recommended to me 
in other ways—and I found many teach- 
ers of undoubted ability. Some of their 
names are familiar in Georgia for local 
reasons, too. Percy Averi], for instance, 
taught’ Ellison Van Hoose for a while, 
I believe. Miss Green has two pupils in 
Atlanta—Miss Harriet and Miss Gladys 
Snook.

“After serious thought as to the best 
plan of study for me to pursue, I de- 
cided that the compensating thing was to 
go to Arens for tone production and to 
Agramonte for repertoire for interpre- 
tation. Arens has the reputation of a 
master in the art of tone production, and 
I was eminently satisfied, and, I am 
sure, improved by my work. with him. 
His idea is to make the singer while he 
is singing forget he has a throat and con- 
centrate his thoughts upon the breathing 
apparatus. The commonest fault among 
singers is that of the ‘larynx-bound,’ 
Arens says, and the trouble is that the 
singers put their minds on the vocal 
cords tnstead of on the breath.ng process. 
Their vocal cords know more, as Mr. 
Arens expresses it, than the singers can 
ever learn. 

‘“‘Agramonte is to al] intents an inter- 
preter. He does not care, indeed, to lay 
the tone foundation of a voice, but..pre- 
fers to finish the work that.I[s already 
begun in correct production. He does @ 
great deal of coaching, and I have seen 
and heard prominent opera singers work- 
ing with him over thelr grand opera 
roles. I studied with Arens and Agra- 
monte at the same time, but neither 
knew that I had other teacher than him- 
self, and Agramonte especially would 
marvel sometimes that I had improved 
so much in tone production between les- 
sons, apparently of my own unaided ef- 
fort.’’ :

Mrs, Henrietta Howard. who was lat¢ér 
Lady Suffolk, and a bedchamber woman 
to the queen of the frivolous George, was 
the heroine of the tale that made the 
fame. of Marble Hill, as wel] as the 
choicest tidbit in that court so heavily 
charged with royal scandal. 

The fair Mrs, Howard won by her beau- 
ty and sprightly manners the heart of the 
susceptible king of England, and ine- 
dentally with the opening of his heart to 
her, he opened his purse strings as well. 

In spite of the fact that the lovely lady 
was a leader in court circles, and enter- 
tained lavishly, she was as poor as the 
proverbial church mouce, and frequentif, 
sad to relate, had to resort to strategem 
to make both ends meét. 

She had made ihe acquaintance of 
George I while he vas atill “his high- 
ness’ and lived in Hanover. 

In the political situation during the 
closing years of Queen Anne’s reign she 
thought it would be to her advantage to 
get into the goOd graces of the future 
sovereign of England, so she took what 
little she had besides her husband, her toy 
dog and her maid, and before long was at 
the head of the ladder and basking in the 
warmth of Hanoverian smiles. 

She was so successful in her endeavor 
that when her royal host became her 
country’s sovereign, he appOinted her to 
the post of béedchamber-woman: to his 
queen, and her husband was made groom 
of the bedchamber to the king, 
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by reaching the seat of pain through the

T IS customary, whenever speaking of the fisher 
men of the country, to speak of “the fishing feet

The fishermen of New York, New Jest:

could furnish enough men to make a very respectalt 
navy; for they number 9,400 men. 

In their business they use 3,700 large vessels, st 
and sail; and 36,000 smaller craft are used for the® 
shore fishing. 

A little more than $25,000,000 is invested by the is 
ermen of the States mentioned, and their annual cate 
amounts to 819,000,000 pounds, producing almost $* 
000,000. More than one-half of this amount 1s p 
by oysters. 

Extremely ingenious apparatus is used by the fishet 
men. The leading one is the pound net. In such plat 
as the New Jersey coast, these pound nets often ® 
more than a mile long, and many hundreds of 
are set. They run out into the ocean at right 
to the beach like immense fences ; 

The fish, working along shore, and finding their 
age obstructed by the meshes, turn and swim ®” 
the net, instinctively trying to reach its end and 
Open watcr.

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Quaint Stories of the Days When the Children Spelled Buz-' 
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Used “Thumb Papers” and Learned Arithmetic Out of

HE.old field school- 
house was a 
square log room 
with a sharply 
pitched _ board 
roof, a cavernous 
open fireplace fill- 
ing half one end 

wall, puncheon 
foor and benches—the benches, of 
course, backless—and a heavy cross- 
barred door, hung on squeaky wooden 
hinges. Lineally it came from the 
hedge schools, or dame schools, of 
old England. Etymologically, it took 
name from the pioneer habit of setting 
school houses in somebody's abandon- 
ed clearing, thus making sure of iso- 
lation and a spring. 

Both were looked upon as essentials 
in Tennessee. How could children be 
expected to mind their books if there 
were things and people going on 
round about? But by and by, as set- 
tlement spread, the school houses 
were Oftener than not built in green- 


wood shade, with only such cutting 
out of undergrowth as gave good 
room for play. But they never got 
lar from living waters—it was only 
academies and such like pretentious 
places that went to expense of digging 
wells. As settlement prospered the 
log walls came to be hewn and point- 
ed, instead of being laid in the round, 
and roughly daubed with clay ove 
very crude chinking. Windows, too, 
appeated—glass windows, small to be 
sure, but giving better light than the 
cracks and crannies that had _ before- 
ume served in their stead. Stone 
chimneys also ousted the familiar 
stick-and-dirt. Plank instead of 
puncheons for floor and writing desk 
turnished the last touch of progress. 


The Children’s Feet Polished the

\ puncheon, be it understood, is a 
slab three to four inches thick, split 
irom Sstraight-grained timber across 
the whole breadth of a treetrunk. It 
may be one foot wide, or three—it

Thrifty caution 
had play over school entrances !n 
case of a strange teacher—the father 
of four or five stout youngsters might 
subscribe no more than half a scholar 


How the Pioneers Paid Their School 
Bills 

This meant that he bound himself to 

pay half a session's charges, for which 

he was free to send one pupil upon 


half the days of the term. He might 
send a different pupil every week, or 
slip in an extra one upon days that the 
lf things went well 
at school through the first fortnight, 
the whole flock might go—and be 
duly paid for at the end of the term. 
Rut half-scholar . subscriptions were 
rare. A scholar and a half was un- 
derstoed to be about the lowest limit 
of good neighborhood. All under- 
stood the importance of schooling, 
and how was it to be achieved unless 
everybody helped, even at some risk? 

Pity the children. School “took 
in” at sunrise, winter and summer, and 
likewise held until sundown. There 
were recesses morning and afternoon, 
with a long noon playtime; but think 
of sitting through long days upon a 
hard backless bench, dangling aching 
toes above a splintery floor, and pain- 
fully studying one book. Few pupils 
had more than one, besides the all- 
pervading blue-backed speller. Books 
were rare and precious possessions In 
those days. One scholar had a geog- 
raphy, another a grammar, a third 
possibly wrestled with a reader, from 
third to fifth, history or natural his- 
tory. Boys invariably got some 
grounding in arithmetic—if they had 
0 books all their own they studied 
with a luckier seatmate, or else got 
a loan of the teacher's private copy. 
Big boys went on from arithmetic to 
surveying, even sometimes to algebra 
and geometry. Some few teachers 
also had Latin pupils. There were, 
in fact, exceptional cases of going 
straight from the old field school to 
the halls of college. fe 
The Difficulties of the Arithmeticians 

Were Great 

The arithmeticians studied and 
ciphered out under the trees.

Everybody knows the trick books 
have of becoming dog-eared in rest- 
less hands. But everybody does not 
know thumb-papers; thumb-papers 
that saved the Columbian orator 
through many a hard day. It was 2 
treasure beyond price—a collection of 
speeches, in prose and rhyme, from 
which old field school boys got their 
very best  declamations.. Patrick 
Henry was in it, of course, also George 
Washington, also  Hudibras, also 
ever sO many more noteworthies. 
Whoever had a copy of it was a 
school aristocrat, a person to be con- 
sulted and conciliated. And whoever 
dared to study it lacking a thumb- 
paper was brought up with a round 
turn. :
